CHICAGO, July 8—Prosecutors 
handling the Government’s investi- 
gation of milk prices in the Chicago 
area—and of whether a nationwide 
miik trust exists—went before the 
grand jury today, presumably to 
outline their case.

MARIETTA, O., July 8.—At the 
start of a new political adventure, 
with the avowed ambition of re- 
shaping the Democratic party, 
President Roosevelt called today 
for the election of “forward-looking 
representatives,” commending Sen- 
ator Robert J. Bulkley to the vot- 
ers of Ohio as the type he hopes to 


see in Congress. 

The occasion that the President 
took for the start of his cross-coun- 
try invasion of fiercely contested 
Democratic primaries was the one 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary of 
the opening of Northwest Terri- 


tory. 
Skillfully he related historical al- 
lusions to that earlier day with the 


problems of the present, his thesis 
being that the New Dealers of to- 
day are the pioneers on a social 
frontier very much as were the 
pioneers on the real frontier in 
1788. 


“Spirit of Frontier Husking Bee.” 

“The spirit of the frontier husk- 
ing bee,” the President said, 18 
found today in carefully-drafted 
statutes—statutes insuring bank de- 
posits; statutes providing mortgage 
money for homes through F H A; 
statutes providing help through 
H OL C for those in danger of 
foreclosure. The cavalry captain 
who protected the log cabins of the 
Northwest is now supplanted by 
legislators, like Senator Bulkley, 
toiling over the efficiency of gov- 
ernment machinery to administer 
them so that such protection and 
help of government can be extend-. 
ed to the full.” 

Bulkley, an indifferent politician, 
is threatened in his effort to be re- 
nominated and re-elected by the 
powerful political machine built up 
by Gov. Martin L. Davey who has 
long been a thorn in the side of 
ardent New Dealers. During the 
last session of Congress, Bulkley’s 
chief contribution was a proposal 
for a super-highway across the 
United States, to be built with re 
lief funds. The White House never 
approved the idea, which involved 
the expenditure of several billions 
of dollars, and the bill scarcely got 
even to committee stage. 

Greeted by Rival Candidates. 

The President stepped off his 
train to be greeted by the leading 
figures in the primary battle that 
has stirred Ohio’s Democracy. Gov. 
Davey was late in arriving at the 
President’s car, but appeared in 
time to drive with him through the 
elm-shaded streets of this old town. 
Also in the car were former Gov. 
George White who is contesting the 
Senatorial nomination with Bulk- 
ley. White presided at the an- 
niversary ceremony and heard the 
President commend Bulkley as the 
kind of representative the New 
Deal hopes to return to Washing- 
ton. 

Bunting and the flags of Great 
Britain, France and the United 
States, a tribute to the nationalities 
of the settlers who first came into 
the territory, gave a gala air to 
the streets of Marietta. It was a 
hot, still day and Marietta park 
was filled with a crowd that gave 
the President a mild welcome. 

The crowd spread out through 
the park down to the banks of the 
Muskingum River, listening in si- 
lence as the President read his 
speech. 

The reference to B x 
ceived in silence. The ident 
did not stress the reference to the 
Ohio Senator, but made it sound 
more or less casual. 

Political observers in Ohio give 
Bulkley a wide margin over his op- 
ponent, White. The overwhelming 
weight of administration support 
has been thrown behind Bulkley 
and this is expected to offset any 
undercover opposition from the 
Davey machine. 

White gave the President a brief 
introduction couched in conven- 
tional phrases. The President 
spoke into a battery of micro- 
Phones set on a flower banked 
platform. 


In Self-Confident Mood. 


The President was in a self-conf . 
dent mood as he spoke, sounding 
with renewed vigor the old appeal 
for a collective approach to the 
grave problems of present civiliza- 
tion. It was this lesson that he drew 
out of the pioneering past—the co- 
operation which life on a frontier 
inevitably meant. 


“Let us not be afraid to help 
each other,” he told his audience, 
“let us never forget that govern- 
ment is ourselves and not an alien 
power over us. The ultimate rulers 
of our democracy are not a Presi- 
dent and Senators and Congress- 
men and Government officials, but 
the voters of this country. | 

In many respects it seemed to be 
the old confident Roosevelt of the 
1936 campaign, the era of Roose- 
velt prosperity, who spoke. Con- 
vinced that his hold over the mass 
of the voters is unshaken, he has 
undertaken to remake the Demo- 
cratic party in a “liberal” mould, 
with 1940 as the goal. 


“Worried Legalists.” 
Indirectly the President managed 
to get into his brief talk today a 
rebuke for those who are concerned 
over legal distinctions, Sketching 
in the development of the North- 
west Territory, as the first settlers

so well, for themselves, in their sep- 
arate and individual capacities.’” 

It was with eloquence, almost.a 
poetic enthusiasm, that the Presi- 
dent invoked the pioneering past. 
At Kaskaskia and Vincennes, he 
said, the earliest settlers had had 
to defend “their beloved wilderness 
for themselves” with little or no 
help from the powers on the Last- 
ern seaboard. 

Transition to the Present. 


The transition to the problems of 
the present was made with the 
President's old-time skill. Conclud- 
ing, he said: 

“T believe that the American peo- 
ple, not afraid of their own capacity 
to choose forward-looking represen- 
tatives to run their Government, 
want the same co-operative security 
and have the same courage to 
achieve it, in 1938 as 1788. I am 
sure they know that we will always 
have a frontier—of social problems 
—and that we must always move 
in to bring law and order to it. 
In that confidence I am pushing 
on. I am sure you will push on 
with me.” 

A large gallery of reporters had 
come along on the special train to 
follow the President in his newest, 
and, in some respects, his boldest, 
political venture. As he made clear 
in his latest “fireside talk,” he is 
determined to fashion new political 
alignments between liberals and 
conservatives, the privilege of defi- 
nition and dischimination remain- 
ing with him in the present mo- 
ment, 

Companions and Advisers. 

For companions on this remark- 
able tour the President has chosen, 
curiously enough, none of the earn- 
est advisers who have encouraged 
him in the attempt to make the 
Democratic party a liberal party, 
men such as Solicitor-General Rob- 
ert H. Jackson and Thomas Cor- 


coran, 

In the presidential party is Basil 
O' Conner, the President's former 
law partner and brother of Chair- 
man John O' Conner of the House 
Rules Committee, long regarded by 
liberals and labor sympathizers as 
an obstacle to progressive legisla- 
tion.

HHENDAYE, France, July 3% — 
Spanish insurgents reported tonight 
their army driving down the Medi 
terranean coast had occupied the 
northern outskirts of Nules, an im- 
portant bulwark in the Govern- 
ment defenses of Valencia. 

Nules straddles the highway on 
the seaboard plain. It is about 34 
miles north of Valencia and 14 
miles north of Sagunto. 

While the main body of Gen. 
Miguel Aranda’s Galicians was at- 
tempting to surround the city, the 
left flank of his army was said to 
have reached the outskirts of Mon- 


cofar, a village five miles farther 
south, 

Insurgents also said Gen. Garcia 
Valino’s troops had stormed the 
heights of the Sierra de HWspadan, 
last Government-held hills barring 
the insurgents’ way toward Valen- 
cia. They were said to have reached 
a point where the towers of Se- 
gorbe, eight miles away, could be 
geen for the first time. 

Aranda’s troops had reported 
earlier they were less than five 
miles from the ruined Moorish cas- 
tle at Almenara, guarding the pass 
through the Del Cid mountains to 
Valencia province, The town has 
been known since the thirteenth 
century as the “key to Valenca.“ 

Almenara is about eight miles 
north of Sagunto, junction of high- 
ways to Valencia, 17 miles farther 
south, 

Here in 1238, James the First de- 
feated the Moors and opened the 
way for conquest of the kingdom 
of Valencia which they then ruled. 
Three hills dominate the ancient 
battlefield where Roman legions en- 
camped centuries before Christ. 

On other sectors of the eastern 
front, the insurgents received new 
setbacks. Government troops, who 
long have held the fortified city 
of Mora de Rubielos, reported they 
had taken the offensive and driven 
the enemy back into the Mora 
hills, 45 miles inland from the 
Mediterranean and 20 miles south- 
east of Teruel. 

The Government General, Jose 
Miaja, shifted fresh units in the 
third active sector due south of 
Teruel, where, Valencia dispatches 
said, insurgents had been unable to 
advance along the Guadalaviar Riv- 
er valley for 36 hours.

Rebel Air Raid on Segorbe; Three

NEW JERSEY RULING SAYS HOLC 
CAN BE SUED IN STATE COURTS 


Federal Agency Like Any Private 
Corporation, Justice Declares 
By the Fe a — 
TRENTON, N. J., July 8.—The 
Supreme Court held today that the 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation, 


a Federal agency, could be sued in 
the State courts “like any private 
corporation.” 

Justice Charles W. Parker, who 
wrote the opinion, sustained judg- 
ments of 3100 to Mrs. Ida Herman 
of Newark and $50 to her husband, 
Samuel, for injuries she received 
when she fell last year in an apart- 
ment house to which the HOLC 
held title. The award had been 
made by Newark District Court. 

The HOLC said it could not be 

sued because it was “an instrumen- 
tality of the United States,” en- 
gaged in carrying out a governmen- 
tal function. 
. “While all its stock is to be held 
by the United States,” said Justice 
Parker, “it issues bonds bearing in- 
terest offered to the public as an 
investment and guaranteed by the 
United States ‘as to interest only’: 
its real property is expressly sub- 
ject to taxation. So what we have 
in this case appears to be simply 
a mortgage loan corporation organ- 
ized to lend out money like any 
private corporation.”

administration of its gratuity fund, 
it became known today. 

The exchange has set up a cus- 
todian account in the Central Han- 
over Bank and Trust Co., in which 
the more than $2,000,000 assets of 
the gratuity fund have been placed. 
One provision of the custodian ar- 
rangement requires the approval of 
at least four trustees of the fund 
before any of the fund’s securities 
are bought, sold, received or de- 
livered. 


The funa was éstablished more 
than 50 years ago and is used to 
provide payments to the estates of 
deceased members of the exchange. 
Formerly, the securities in the fund 
were kept in a bank safety deposit 
box, subject to the control of the 
chairman of the fund.

Goods Mostly Planes, Motors and 
Accessories; Hankow Biggest 
Buyer.

WASHINGTON, July 8.—Ameri- 
can firms sold Japan and China 
more than $20,000,000 worth of war 
supplies during the first year of 
war. State Department figures 
showed today that China’s pur- 
chases totalled $12,559,741, and Ja-

Japanese purchases, however, 
have increased at a much more 
rapid rate, with the result that in 
the last six months Japan has be- 
come the bigger buyer.

Striking Human Parallel. 

Anyone speculating on our great 
migration westward is struck with 
the human parallel between the 
driving force behind that migration 
and the driving force behind the 
great social exploration we are car- 
rying on today. 

Most of the people who went out 
to Ohio in 1788 and who followed 
wave on wave for another hundred 
years went to improve their eco- 
nomic lot. In other words, they 
were following the same yearning 
for security ‘which is driving us to- 


day. 

At the end ‘of the wagon ruts 

ere was something worth the 
physical risks: ‘The standard of 
life in a cabin amid fields still 
blackened with half-burned stumps 
was not high, but it was certain. 
A family, or at most a township, 
could be a whole self-sufficing eco- 
nomic system—plenty of food to eat 
if a man would but reach out and 
shoot or cultivate it; plenty of 
warm clothes if the women of the 
family were willing to spin; always 
a tight roof over the family’s head 
if the little community would re- 
gpond to the call for a roof-raising. 

Whatever he used was a man’s 
own; he had the solid joy of pos- 
session—of owning his home and 
his means of livelihood. And if 
things did not pan out there was 
always an infinite self-sufficiency 
beckoning westward—to new land, 
new game, new opportunity. 

Co-Operation and Government. 

Under such conditions there was 
so much to get done which men 
could not get done alone, that the 
frontiersmen naturally reached out 
to government as their greatest 
single instrument of co-operative 
self-help with the aid of which 
To 
them the use of government was 
but another form of the co-opera- 
tion of good neighbors. 

Government was an indispensable 
instrument of their daily lives, of 
the security, of their women and 
their children and their homes and 
their opportunities. They looked 
on government not as a thing apart 
—as a power over our people. They 
regarded it as a power of the peo- 
ple, as a democratic expression of 
organized self-help like a frontier 
husking bee. 

There were worried legalists back 
in the seaboard towns who were 
sure it was unconstitutional for the 
Federal Government to help to put 
roads and railroads and canals 
through these new territories—who 
were sure that the nation would 
never get back the money it was 
plowing into development of the 
natural and human resources of the 
Northwest. 


Quotes Abraham Lincoln. 


But Abraham Lincoln, who in- 
carnated the spirit of the people 
who were actually living in the 
northwest territory, summed up 
their attitude when he said: “The 
legitimate object of government is 
to do for a community of people 
whatever they need to have done, 
but cannot do at all, or cannot do 
so well, for themselves, in their 
separate and individual capacities.” 

Today under new conditions and 
a whole nation, the original 13 
states and all the West and South 
that has grown out of them ‘is on 
a mental migration, dissatisfied 
with old conditions, seeking like the 
little band that came to Marietta 
to create new conditions—or se- 
curity. And again the people see 
an ally in their own government. 
Many a man does not own his 
cabin any more; his possessions are 
a bank deposit. 
Scarcely any man can call his 
neighbors to raise his roof any 
more—he pays a contractor cash 
and has to have mortgage financing 
to find the cash. And if that fi- 
nancing is of the wrong kind or 
goes bad—he may need help to save

tomorrow and continue throughout 
Up to 1000 volunteers 


said. 
Steps to be taken after the re- 


cruits are deputized were not dis- 
closed, but unofficial reports were 
that some of them would be used 
to surround the plant, now being 
picketed by C I O union strikers. 
Whether the special deputies would 
be used in an effort to open the 
plant, closed two months tomorrow, 
was a matter of conjecture. 
Business Men Urged Action. 

The action of the Mayor and 
Sheviff was in line with a resolu- 
tion passed last night by a group 
of business men and farmers, ask- 
ig that the officials organize and 
reputize a force of 1000 men to 
restore law and order” in the com- 
munity. 

Meanwhile the C I O union is- 
sued a statement criticising the or- 
ganization of a vigilantes’ commit- 


tee,“ declaring the union stands 


ready to protect law and order at 
all times.” 

The resolution adopted at the 
meeting last night follows: 

Resolved: That the Sheriff of 
Jasper County immediately organ- 
ize and deputize a force of 1000 men 
or such number as he may deem 
sufficient to restore and maintain 
law and order in the city of Newton 
and Jasper County, and we do here- 
by offer to him our services and 
co-operation in the organization of 
such force.” 

The meeting was the outgrowth 
of feeling on the part of the towns- 
people and farmers here in connec- 
tion with the labor difficulties at 
the Maytag washing machine plant, 
shut down May 9 when Committee 
for Industrial Organization union 
employes refused to accept a 10 per 
cent wage cut. 

CIO Officers Cited for Contempt. 

Three Maytag C I O union of- 
ficers were cited for contempt of 
Jasper County District Court in an 
order signed yesterday afternoon by 
Judge Frank Bechly. 

Those ordered to appear in court 
to show why they should not be 
held in contempt for violation of 
the temporary injunction Judge 
Bechly issued forbidding the union 
from interfering in the regular 
business routine of the company 
are: 
William Sentner, C I O regional 
leader from St. Louis, now held un- 
der $6000 bond in the Jasper County 
jail on two counts of criminal syn- 
dicalism.

Meanwhile picket lines at the 
closed Maytag plant, idle since May 
9 when union members walked out 
in protest against a 10 per cent 
wage cut, dwindled down to only a 
few strikers late yesterday.

They are Sentner, Hall, William 
Longren, held under $2000 bond on 
a kidnaping charge, and Richard 
Neibur, also held under $2000 bond 
on a charge of kidnaping.

Longren, 
Hall and Neibur face kidnaping 
charges as the result of the alleged 
detention of five Maytag Co. fore- 
men in the plant against their will 
June 23.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 8.—An 
attack on politically protected com- 
bination gambling and liquor re- 
sorts here has been launched by 
Gov. Lioyd C. Stark through cita- 
tions by E. J. McMahon, State 
Liquor Control Supervisor, for op- 
erators to answer charges of con- 
ducting gambling games in con- 
nection with their bars. 

Eight operators of widely known 
night life establishments, which 
have run wide open, some of them 
both day and night, with the con- 
nivance of the Pendergast machine, 
have been cited to appear Monday 
at Jefferson City for a hearing. 
The supervisor has power to revoke 
or suspend licenses of saloons 
where gambling is conducted. The 
citations, directed thus far against 
only the more notorious of numer- 
ous establishments in this city, 
were issued after several weeks of 
investigation. 

It has been repeatedly stated 
publicly here and never denied 
that local gambling establishments 
pay a daily percentage of the 
profits to the Pendergast machine 
for political expenditures. This 
percentage was said to be 30 per 
cent but was increased to 40 per 
cent recently, the extra 10 per cent 
going to augment a especial fund 
to pay the fines and other expenses 
of defendants in the vote fraud 
cases. In addition, checkers from 
the political machine have been re- 
ported on duty at the gambling 
houses at a salary of $12 a day, 
paid by the operators. 


Partitions Not Enough. 


Nearly three months prior to the 
issuance of McMahon’s citations 
combination drinking and gambling 
establishments were warned by 
police here to separate bars from 
games. Partitions were hastily 
erected but they didn’t satisfy the 
liquor surpervisor who was ap- 
pointed two months ago by Gov. 
Stark to succeed Thomas F. Fitz- 
gerald of this city, a Pendergast 
supporter. The change in officials 
was the opening of the Governor’s 
activities against State employes 


| who were indorsed by Thomas J. 


Pendergast. 

Prior to the municipal election 
several months ago, won  over- 
whelmingly by the Pendegrast 
forces, it was rumored that the 
Governor might attempt to send 
State highway patrolmen here to 
raid wide open gambling establish- 
ments. The word went out to close 
down. For a short time the “lid 
was on.” For the first time in 
years, bars were not open on Sun- 
day. Many disorderly houses were 
darkened. 

After the election illicit activities 
were resumed, although in a modi- 
fied form. Certain resorts, for in- 
stance, which featured “strip tease” 


| dancers with a 35-cent luncheon, as 
rell as at night, were instructed 


to inate the entertainment— 
at t at noon. 
Cusomers Falling Off. 

Now in the heat of the primary 
contest between the Pendergast and 
Stark forces the night clubs and 
taverns dre on the spot.

“Rockne’s understanding, the un- 
derstanding he learned at Notre 
Dame, was the characteristic that 
did most for his success,” Stuhl- 
dreher said. 

Stuhldreher, naw athletic director 
of the University of Wisconsin, is 
president of the: National Football 
Warren Brown. Chicago newspa- 
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perman and Rockne biographer, 
eulogized Rockne as “the greatest 
sports figure of all time.”

Monopoly Investigating Committee 
rejected yesterday suggestions that 
it inquire into specific industries 
while trying to evolve a compre- 
hensive solution of the trust prob- 


lem. 

Senator O’Mahoney, (Dem.), 
Wyoming, put the committee on 
record for an “objective, not a 
punitive” investigation after the 
group had approved a general out- 
line of inquiries to be conducted by 
six Government departments. 

“The purpose of the committee,” 
O'Mahoney said, “is not to pillory 
any industry or group, but to draw 
a broad picture of American indus- 
try as it is and to find out how 
the machine operates.” 

This will involve, he indicated, 
discovery of where defects lie and 
how they may be corrected. 

“There is no intention here to 
reveal violations of the law,” he 
continued, “but to get the broad 
aspects on which recommendations 
for corrective legislation may be 
based.” 

O'Mahoney said it could be as- 
sumed the committee’s report might 
recommend a broad policy of leg- 
islation concerning business. 
Separate units of the committee 
began the work of assembling in- 
formation to lay before the group 
when public hearings begin, prob- 
ably in September. 

O'Mahoney was chosen to head a 
subcommittee empowered to issue 
subpenas for records of business 
firms.

participating agencies: 

Justice Department—Industrial 
combinations, mergers and price 
policies. 

Securities Commission — Invest-

O-MAN AVIATION BOARD 


Civil Aeronautics Authority to 
Take Over Control from 
3 Different Agencies. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 8—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt named a five-man 
Civil Aeronautics Authority headed 
by Edward: J. Noble of Greenwich, 
Conn., yesterday. It will take over 
the work of the Commerce Depart- 
ment’s Bureau of Air Commerce 
and the air mail bureaus of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commision and 
the Po&toffice Department. 

The board will issue pilot licenses 
and safety regulations, pass on air 


mail 
routes, approve Government expen- 
ditures for aviation, consult with 
the State Department on aviation 
matters concerning foreign rela- 
tions, and confer with the Weather 
Bureau on meteorological matters. 
Harllee Branch, Second Assistant 
Postmaster-General who has been 
in charge of the department’s air 
mail activities, was appointed vice- 
chairman of the new board. The 
appointments are for six-year 
terms at $12,000 a year. Other mem- 
bers are: 
G. Grant Mason of Washington, 
who has been in charge of Pan 
American Airways’ Latin American 
division with headquarters in Ha- 
vana, Cuba. 
Robert Hinckley of Utah, WPA 
Administrator for Far Western 
states. 
Oswald Ryan of Indiana, general 
counsel for the Federal Power Com- 
mission. 
Clinton M. Hester of Montana, 
assistant general counsel of the 
Treasury, was named administra- 
tor. He will handle the detailed 
work of the agency, while the 
board's duties will be quasi-judi- 
cial. 
Thomas O. Hardin of Texas, vice- 
president of the Air Line Pilots’ As- 
sociation, and Sumter Smith of 
Alabama, in charge of W P A air- 
port and airway activities, were 
appointed to the Safety Board 
created by the Civil Aeronautics 
Act. A third member remains ‘to 
be appointed. They will receive 
$7500 a year. 
Noble’s name had not been men- 
tioned in advance of his appoint- 
ment.

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BONNEVILLE DAM 
MID OCEAN OPENS 


Freighter Traveling Through 
Gorge to New Port 200 
Miles From Salt Water. 


By the Associated Press. 

PORTLAND, Ore., July 8—An 

nromantic freighter sailed up the 

lumbia River today to dedicate 
the world’s highest single-lift sea- 
lock, cross a mountain between 
jagged rock walls of a gorge and 
complete a historic journey to the 
Dalles, a new port 200 miles from 
salt water. 

The Charles L. Wheeler, 3800-ton 
coastwise freighter of the McCor- 
mick Steamship Co., will rest in 
the locks of the $51,000,000 Bonne- 
ville dam 40 miles east of here with 
the U. S. Coast Guara cutter Onon- 
daga tonight. : 

They will enter the upper river 
early Saturday after dedication 
ceremonies at the locks and sail un- 
der the Bridge of the Gods at Hood 
River, gateway to Eastern Oregon, 
Washington and Idaho. 

The Wheeler, first vessel to sail 
the upper reaches of the Columbia, 
carries a cargo of salt, sugar and 
automobiles. 

The journey wil inaugurate an 
ocean cargo service made possible 
by Bonneville dam. The vast pow- 
er and navigation project will pro- 
vide a direct link between the land 
behind the Cascade Mountains and 
the Pacific Ocean. 

The inland area has dispatched 
its cargo by truck and train, un- 
able to overcome the navigation 
hazards at Cascade Rapids. The 
rapids have disappeared in the great 
lake formed behind Bonneville. 

The Onondaga, commanded by 
Lieutenant-Commander Frank Hig- 
bee, will guard the Wheeler and 
government, commercial and pri- 
vate craft from the danger of sud- 
den winds and currents in the un- 
familiar, swift waters through the 
gorze. No pilot is familiar with 
the virtually unsailed section east 
of Vancouver, Wash. 

Hastily prepared transmission 
lines will carry the firgt commer- 
cial electric energy’from Bonneville 
dam Saturday to Cascade Locks, 
Ore., and North Bonneville; Wash. 
The two river towns planned the 
street-lighting service with the 
passage of the Wheeler. 


BRITISH DOCTORS THREATEN

LONDON, July 8.—British doctors 
threatened a “stay-in strike” today 
to prevent admission of additional 
Austrian physicians to this country. 

Dr. A. Welply, general secretary 
of the Medical Practitioners’ Union, 
said that if representations to mem- 
bers of the House of Commons 
failed “much more drastic action 
will be taken—something will be 
done to arouse the whole country; 
it may possibly develop into what 
is known as a stay-in strike.“ 

Welply asserted foreign doctors 
were. not required to study as long 
as British physicians. 

He said a recent Home Office pro- 
posal to set up a medical commit- 
tee to select Austrian doctors who 
would be allowed to practice here 
was causing “some disquiet.” 

The Medical Practitioners’ Union 
has more than 4000 members. it 
was registered in 1915 under the 
Trades Union Act.

Vote in Insurance Case. 

In one opinion Judge Douglas 
voted to hold ineffective the com- 
promise entered into by former 
Insurance Superintendent R. Em- 
mett O'Malley and the fire insur- 
ance companies, under which it 
was agreed that the companies 
would retain 80 per cent of more 
than $12,000,000 of impounded pre- 
miums, and the policyholders would 
have returned to them only 20 per 
cent. This was the case in which 
Pendergast had shown a personal 
interest. 

In the other case Judge Doug- 
las deprived a group of Jefferson 
City. lawyers—Lewis Hord Cook, 
State Representative H. P. Lauf 
and Gilbert Lamb, politically in- 
Auential in their own right and 
having even more powerful politi- 
cal friends of fees which they had 
been collecting as custodians of 
$2,750,000 of impounded funds or, 
as to Lamb, as attorney for the 
custodians. 

Up to the time the Supreme 
Court held the fees to be illegal, 
Cook and Lauf had been paid 
$60,000 each and Lamb had been 
allowed $35,000,. only a part of 
which he had collected. Cook and 
Lauf were on the payroll. at $500 
a month each, Lamb at a smaller 
amount. 

Judge Sevier for Billings. 

The custodians were appointed 
by Circuit Judge Nike Sevier. The 
Supreme Court, through Judge 
Douglas’ deciding vote, held Judge 
Sevier had no power to appoint 
custodians and attorneys and that 
consequently the fees had been ille- 
gally paid out under his orders. 
Judge Sevier is now actively cam- 
paigning for Judge James V. Bill- 
ings, opponent of Judge Douglas, 
for the Democratic nomination. 
Cole County, being the seat of 
the State capital, is the “most 
political” county in the State, with 
the possible exception of the Pen- 
dergast-controlled Kansas City and 
Jackson County. The Pendergast

We were talking 
about the Europe of 1938, and we 
forgot entirely to consider the pos- 
sibility that a treaty and a point 
of honor could determine the action 
of a great European Power. 

My friend believed that the 
French would help the Czechs be- 
cause he had discussed the matter 
with French strategists and had 
been convinced that they regarded 
Czechoslovakia as a fighting mat- 
ter. And I was more persuaded by 
that than I could possibly have been 
by any reference to the sanctity of 
treaties. 

It goes without saying that if this 
is the moral climate in which one 
‘thinks about the relations of two 
liberal democracies, as regards the 
rest of Europe and Asia, it would 
seem silly to believe that any of the 
great dictatorships from Berlin 
through Moscow to Tokio, are bound 
by anything but necessity and in- 
terest or that there is any limit to 
their purposes except the lack of 
the force needed to execute them. 
It is in this sense that the Old 
World is lawless, not merely occa- 
sionally, as all governments have 
been, but habitually, and, if it is 
not too much of a paradox to say 
30, in principle.

But if there is, in Mr. Hull’s sense 
ofthe word, no law over Europe, 
there are certain conventions, cer- 
taintemporary rules of the game, 
certain unavowed understandings. 
Thus it is understood that though 
the ultimate stakes are the domina- 
tion of Europe by overwhelming 
force, the issue is not yet joined 
and, for the time being, the Powers 
are maneuvering for postion in a 
great game of diplomatic chess. 

In this game the kings respec- 
tively are Great Britain and Ger- 
many, the queens are France and 
Italy, the pawns are Spain, Austria, 
Ceechoslovakia and the other small 
countries of Central Europe. No 
one quite knows what Russia rep- 
resents. And so far as one can 
read the intentions of the dominat- 


due to the fact that up to this 
point his judgment of the risks, 
his estimate of the forces against 
him, and his sense of timing have 
been as accurate as they were auda- 
cious, 

But no man is infallible. Hitler 
is surrounded by more reckless and 
less intuitive men, and neither he 
nor anyone else can predict where 
or when the nerves of some one 
who matters will snap under the 
awful tension, and there will be an 
incident which will have uncontroll- 
able consequences. For all “over 
Europe men feel that they are liv- 
ing on the verge of a catastrophe, 
and while as yet the great majority 
remain remarkably cool and self- 
possessed, the seeds of panic lie 
just under the surface. 

There is a German saying which 
describes the state of mind men 
fall into when anxiety and fore- 
boding are too prolonged for hu- 
man nature to endure them. The 
saying may be translated thus: 
“Better an end with terror than 
terror without end.” Even the 
calmest men have moments when 
they think that way. So while we 
may be reasonably certain that the 
masters in Berlin, London, Rome 
and Paris do not now intend to let 
Europe go to war, one cannot know 
what desperate accident may take 
the game out of their hands.
